Functions of the Vountarily 


Maintained College 


The reconstruction period requires peoples and insti- 


tutions to "carry on" without waste of time and energy. 
This program of efficiency is based upon clear understanji- 
ings of the nature and extent of the work to be done by 
the persons and institutions concerned. Nowhere is this 
demand for sharp definition of "function" so pronounced 
as in education. 


Our state .directed schools are directed to stress cul- 


tural, vocational, professional and research studies. They 
are prohibited by the state constitution from offering 
purely religious education, although they give thorough 
instruction in ethics and welfare subjects. 


To the voluntarily supported college, the state and so- 


ciety have delegated the teachings of Christ in economics, 
history, politics, philosophy, industry and religions. For 
this particular reason, the endowed colleges have been the 
conservators of the high ideals of our Christian civiliza- 
tion and the guardians against the crass materialism 
which precipitated the World War in 1914. Without 
question, one of the strongest agencies operating today to 
protect industry and the government against the attacks 
of every form of radicalism is the voluntarily maintained 
college. 


The specific work of the endowed college has been the 


training of leaders for the church, at home and abroad, 
for leadership in making the, home and the state. To 
these all-important functions must be'added now that of 
furnishing the "second line of defense" for' our state 
schools in their admirable efforts to encourage idealism in 
the thought and life of youth. Without this steady and 
sturdy aid of the endowed college, free from the pressure 
of politics,'the state supported school may ultimately be 
+v\i-nori tn ^n'plrl tn inr.rpnsnisr nressure for utilitarian edu- 


tion for the development of high character and construc- 
tive human sympathies. The effects of these enriched, 
intimate relations are subsequently shown in the life and 
character of the college men and women_ who go forth 
from these smaller academic groups to engage in. busi- 
ness, professional and governmental service. 


Because the endowed college has a specific -field of 


human service in developing and extending Christian ed- 
ucation, because it aids in protecting civilization against 
crass materialism, because, it offers a constant and a 
sturdy support for the best in our state schools, and be- 
cause it offers intimate training centers for the youth as- 
sembled in smaller groups, where high character and de- 
velopment of highest ideals are especially stressed, it is 
the belief of financiers, and leading students in education 
that the endowed college affords one of the best dividend 
paying investments in our day. In other words, men of 
leadership and wealth may multiply and extend them- 
selves mightily thorough the present and through the years 
to come in the lives of the sons and daughters of the pri- 
vate endowed colleges who will "carry on" in the new and 
reconstructed world of tomorrow. 


Financial Needs 


' Fundamentally the financial maintenance of these in- 


stitutions has always been difficult. Their presidents 
have not been able to function as real educators, but rath- 
er have been obliged to spend much of their time in solic- 
iting funds to keep their colleges in operation. 
Inade- 


quate buildings and out of date equipment have had to 
endure. College professors have been called upon to ren- 
der their services for ridiculously low salaries. All this 
because of lack of money. 


Recently this commonly accepted situation has be- 


come so acute as to arouse, grave alarm on the part of 
those who desire to have the beneficial influences of the 
college maintained in the life of the State. The very ex- 
istence of certain of these institutions is threatened. The 
present condition of affairs with relation to the colleges is 
essentially a post-war product. 
Loss of Income Because of War 


The following facts submitted by one of the represen- 


tative colleges of the association present strikingly the 
extent to which war conditions have affected the finances 
of the college. The loss of income occasioned by decreased 
enrollment at this one institution during the war amount- 
ed to $12,000 annually. At the maximum amount hereto- 
fore paid in salaries to professors in this institution this 
sum would engage the services of six professors for one 
year. During the last two years the annual income of the 
college was cut down in the sum of $50,000 by deprecia- 
tion of securities held. Approximately $100,000 was lost 


, in gifts which would have been virtually assured had it 
not been for the war. Against this loss of revenue this 
college was called upon to meet an increase of 2Q% in the 
cost of maintaining the physical plant of the college dur- 
ing the last two years. 


Statements from all of the Wisconsin colleges show 


that the bona fide enrollment decreased greatly during1 the 
collegiate years of 1915-1918. However, the faculties 
were held intact to provide for the mem!>ers of the Stu- 
dent Officers' Training Corps established in the colleges. 
The increased expense'of these military camps was gladly 
borne by the colleges as part of their war obligation. With 
demobilization virtually accomplished increased enroll- 
ments of from 10 to 20 percent are certain this year. 
Provision must be made for the accommodation of the 
students. 


Building and Equipment Wants 
During the war all building operations and extensions 


of the physical plants of the college were suspended ex- 
cept in one instance where the buildings begun were so 
far under way that their completion was necessitated. 
The need for new buildings is sorely felt. In certain cases 
students will be denied admission to the college of their 
choice if this condition is not relieved. The situation, is 
genuinely critical. 


Large Salaries for Teachers 


Absolutely Necessary 


forced to yield to increasing pressure for utilitarian edu 
cation. 


Moreover, when we recall the fact that .many of the 


leaders in our state supported schools were trained in vol- 
untarily maintained colleges, and also when it is realized 
that every superior idealistic service in the state support- 
ed schools is enthusiastically upheld and reinforced by the 
endowed college, we may well appreciate the quality and 
quantity of service . rendered by the privately endowed 
schools to American education and to American citizen- 
ship. 


It is generally conceded by leaders in industry, edu- 


cation and government that the endowed colleges are 
training centers for the altruistic service which is ex- 
pressed by the slogan: "He profits most who serves best." 
These schools have taught effectively the idealism that 
safeguards our great human institutions, the Home, the 
School, the Church and the State. They have insisted 
that the solution of all social,. political and economical 
questions is found in the teachings of spiritual truths for 
which society specifically commissioned the endowed col- 
lege. 
, ' 
, 


The privately endowed college—because it connects it- 


self with enduring principles above party, faction or 
ephemeral strife:—stands, in last analysis, as the spiritu- 
al safeguard of Home, State and Church. 


Because of the small groupings of students in the vol- 


tarily maintained college, great intimacies are experienced 
among the units of the student body and with their fac- 
ulty associates.- This is an exceedingly favorable condi- 


Pressing- as are the material nee'ds of the colleijes,. the neces- 


sity of paying- the members of the instructional staffs salaries which 
will enabfe them to meet the increased cost of living calls for pri- 
mary action. 
It is siifiiirican t to note the wave of sentiment all 


over the United States in favor of decent financial recognition ot 
the services of college professors. 
Wisconsin has an opportunity to 
take a definite leadership in this nation wide movement. It is ob- 
served that the demand for a "llvinjr wage" for tho colleg-o profes- 
sor is beinu made for htm rather than by him. 
College presidents 


are Keenly aware that even among the mon who are willing- to lend 
their abilities to the education of youth at a marked sacrifice they 
are unable 
to assure themselves of those to whom 
they tiro 


willing- to intrust the delicate tasks of instruction. 
No matter how 


deep an affection a man may entertain for his work, lie cannot func- 
tion to Ills fullest if his income be such as to provide only a scant 
income for himself and family. The haunting fear of tho wolf at 
the door renders high quality educational service Impossible. Tho 
presidents of the colleges in this association appreciate that the 
lirst need for their institutions is adequate salaries for professors so 
hat strong- men and women, may be attracted and held as mem- 
bers of their faculties. 
They subscribe heartily to the truly great 


sentiment of one of America's foremost 
educators who said, "I 


would rather have capable professors teaching- in shacks on my 
campus than marble halls filled with industrious mediocrity." 


The cose resolves itself into this: Shall the attitude of the great- 


er number of those engaged In commercial and professional life In 
Wisconsin continue, to be one ot. detached tolerance toward the ed- 
ucator? Does the man in business—oftentimes a college man him- 
self—desire to stand as the cryptic critic of tho institution which 
has given countless numbers of men and women their basis for 
achievement? 
Are the people of this State ready to como out in 


the white light as substantial appreciators of higher education OH 
the controlling factor in our modern 
Anvericanism? 
Will thoy 


continue to recognize the peculiar values which lie in the independ- 
ent college and at the same time refuse to open their pockets in its 
support?

Because- the printers of the large publishing houses 


in New York struck for less working hours and more 
money, one magazine at .least is publishing- weekly 
without the aid of printers. And other publications are 
promising to follow suit. 


It is said that "necessity is the mother of invention." 


And it may be in this case. 
, 


Composition is ever the bij? end ot anything printed. 


Newspapers have had this bugaboo for years until they 
havo had to pass along to the advertisers the cost of 
tho printing of tho editions. If a way may be found to 
issue publications without the use of so much typeset- 
ting, then the world will have cheaper newspapers, 
mag-azines and books. It will be an invention worth 
while. 
Just how tho magazines are. getting along: without 


printers is no puzzle to tho publishing men, though it 
has been used seldom in the past. Tho method is sim- 
ple and consists of photographing a page of typewritten 
material, making a cut of the photograph, and printing 
from this cut. Naturally the pages are simply of type- 
writ ten copy, similar to a well-written letter. But the 
cost Is much loss, and the labor and time saved is 
enormous. 


Besides this step in advance in the art of printing, the 


strike of tho printers',may mean the removal of some of 
tho biggest magazines from .New York to Inland cities. 
This will do away'wish New Tork's "corner" on the pub- 
lishing- business and will mean much to literary men and 
women. 
It will mean a 
different viewpoint for the 


magazines, also, which, in the past, have thought New 
York the center of all things important iiv the country. 


OUTl SOLDIER STUDENTS ABROAD. 


One of tho most interesting chapters of the story ot 


our troops' stay abroad, apart from, the record of the 
spectacular fighting, relates to the residence of our 
young- soldiers at English universities. When our mili- 
tary authorities first suggested the scheme they scarcely, 
realized tho bomparablo Inadequacy of the accommoda- 
tions' that wore available. 
Asked 
how many soldier 


students they wished to send, they replied about 30,'OOD. 
This was about double the normal number of students 
at British universities. 
Finally it was agreed to take 


some 8,000, and drastic revision of the names brought 
tho number down to 2,000. 
Of these about 20V went to 


Cambridg-e. 
The other day when 
the retiring vice- 


chancellor of that university officially recounted the 
history oft he last academical year he had much to say 
..about the American visitors and the splendid manner 
in which they acquitted, themselves amid unaccustomed 
surroundings. 


- It is gratifying but not surprising to hear that our 


young men speedily entered into tha university life 
about them and took a leading part in every activity. 
Some proved such good oarsmen as to be chosen mem- 
bers of their college crows. 
Cambridge university' is 


composed of a number of colleges which compete keenly 
in athlottcd of all kinds. 


"Socially," we are told, "the Amerjcan students 


proved themselves a great success. 
They were very 


popular with the undergraduates whose acquaintances 
they made and they wore popular also with the private 
citizens." 


A record of their achievements in scholarship is not 


available because they did not take examinations, but 
their industry and earnestness were generally com- 
mended. 
A "London newspaper remarks that "follow- 


ing their own system .at home, they combined subjects 
which to the ordinary English student seemed quito in- 
compatible: for example in successive hours such dis- 
parate subjects as chemistry and, classics." 
l 


Even though they did not takn examinations, our 


students were granted a special certificate testifying to 
tho work they had done. The English papers havo a 
good deal to say about the benefits conferred on our 
youths by their temporary residence in the old univer- 
sities, but may it not be that the advantages were not all 
ono-sided. and that the American invasion, like the 
Rhodes scholarship scheme, had a wholesome and stim- 
ulating effect 0:1 their grave and reverend hosts?
